The supervisors and directors will 
meet daily for intensive considera- 
tion of pertinent problems in the 
operating of Wisconsin vocational 
schools. Individuais have been as- 
signed certain topics. The major por- 
tion of these conferences will be for 
the Vocational school directors and 
stute officers only. Certain sessions, 
however, will be open. 

Announcement will be made on 
the bulletin boards during the fourth 
week, of those sessions which are 
open and it is probable that some of 
the speakers will address the entire 
summer session in assembly, Notice 
will be made of this later. 


In addition to the work of the 
conference as indicated abpve, Mr. 
Frank Cushman, Regional Director 
of Voeational Education under the 
Federal Board will present to the 
conference the results of certain 
work in foreman training. In as 
much as Mr. Cushman,, through his 
extensive contact with vocational 
work in the middie west, has much 
of first interest for all members of 
the student body and faculty, it is 
hoped that he will be able to arrange 
tc speck in assembly. If it is pos- 
sible to secure him it is desired also 
to secure Major Edward A. Fitz- 
patrick, secretary of the State Board 
of Education of Wisconsin, who was 
the executive in charge of the sur- 
vey taken this last year of Wiscon- 
sin Vocational schools, Major Fitz- 
patrick will present the results of 
this survey to the Vocationa] Direc- 
tors’ Conference.

Summer Enroliment Has 
Much Promising Material 


An informal survey has been con- 
lucted during the summer seccion 
at the Stout Institute this summer 
to ascertain as specifically as pos- 
sible the character of the work de- 
sired by summer session students. 
The analysis is not compelte at this 
time. In the process of elimination, 
however, one significant fact has 
come to light. As was experienced 
in the summer sessions of many 
other schools it was found last sum- 
mer that a large portion of the en- 
rollment was caused by people chang” 
ing their occupations 
country’s return to a peace, time 
basis. Many students enrolled “fm-the 
summer session not to secure ‘the 
content of .he courses but merely to 
get in touch with those channels of 
work in which they had been engag- 
ed prior to the war. This resulted 
in little or no specific demands on 
the part of sueh students in making 
out their programs. Almost any com- 
bination was satisfactory as far as 
they were concerned. 

, Boginn.ng with the first day of 
enrollment it was noticed this sum- 
mer that virtually all students came 
with specific desires in mind. A num- 
ber of instances came to light where 
the prospective student stated that 
he desired a certain program and if 
he eould not get it he would not re- 
main. It is believed that every such 
siudent secured the program for 
which he came. Considerable work 
in re-arranging program  assign- 
ments was carried out the first three 
days of the session to make room for 
all such students. In ‘following up 
this initial information on the char- 
ac.er of the students, it is uniformly 
evident throughout the classes that

here for business.

Today such policies and forms of 
self-government are being  estab- 
lished from the schools down to the 
prisons.

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OXY-ACETYLENE WELDING 

A new phase of Industrial Arts 
work rapidly becoming of impor- 
tance in metal trades .is~Oxy-Acety- 
lene Welding. This course is offer- 
ed now in connection with forge 
work. 

Mr. Welch the instructor has had 
b.oad experience in this field, and 
during the war period served as 
urmy instructor at Camp Taylor. 

The equipment gpnsisting of 
five welding torches, a cutting torch, 
and an Imperial Brass Manufactur- 
ing Company’s Generator for acety- 
iene, is located in the south end of 
the forge shop. 

Repair work, such as welding of 
broken parts, castings, repair work 
in connection with the auto work, 
machine work, and cutting, is ae- 
complished quickly and easily by 
this method. 

Welding with oxy-acetylene is a 


fusing process. bie a temperiture 


over 6000F., concentrated in a 


comparatively smakl  poing, ‘the ~

Acetylene is purchased in cylin- 
Cor; in sizes containing as high as 
500 eu. ft, of disfolved acetylene 
under a pressure of 250 Ibs. per sq. 
inch at 70F. Acetylene is stired in 
these tanks which are patched wit’ 
porous material like asbestas, and 
which is soaked with a liquid sol- 
vent, usually acetone. Acetylene is 
then pumped into the cylinder and 
is absorbed by the acetone. A solu-

Miss Messer Talks To Class 


On Industriai Revolution 


“The Industrial Revolution ’’ was 
the subject of a very comprehen- 
sive lecture given to the freshman 
‘Textile cldsses by Miss Messer last 
triday, Miss Messer traced for the 
classes the development of the tex- 
tile industry from earliest times 
until methods corresponding to 
Iucuern ways were reached. 


Commencement was made with 
England, where first the Industrial 
Revolution wag felt, with the weav- 
ing being carried on uuder the cot- 
tage system. Here each home was in 
itself a unit where every step of the 
process wag carried on from the 


production of the raw material to. 


the finishing of the cloth. As had al- 
Wuys been the case in the matter 
ot weaving, women dominated. Only 
the most primitive methods were 
used, the implements they had could 
hardly be called machines, being on- 
ly of the crudest sort. However 
crude and p.imitive the methods em- 
ployed, the finished product was 
far finer in texture and _ artistic 
qualities than anything existing to- 
day, due to the fact that each in 
the household carrying on the entire 
industry, interest and pride in the 
quality and beauty was _ intense. 
Thus conditions existed in the tex- 
tile industry for many years. . 


About the middle of the eight- 


eenth century a radical change took 


place. England, becoming’ enor- 
mously rich in raw stuffs through 
her colonies, was ambitious to lead 
in textile production. Efforts were 
made to continue on the.same indus- 
trial basis, distributing raw fiber to 
the weavers, but it proved unsuc- 
cessful. The ‘‘cottages’’ were isolat- 
ed and transportation was difficult, 
The establishment of distribution 
houses failed to remedy conditions. 
Then appeared the forerunner of 
modern factories, ‘‘manufactories”’ 
as they were called. In them the 
work was carried on in the same 
primitive ways.

With Large Enrollment 


Much interest is being shown this 


. year by residents 9f Menomonie in 


the evening school established by 
the Menomonie Board of Industrial 
Education, and which is under the 
direction of Mr, Ashley, principal, 
and Mr. Curran, director of the 
board. Except for the auto work, 
which igs conducted at the County 


agricultural building, all of the 
work is carried on at the high 
school, 


Students enrolled at the school 
are employers as well as employees, 
teachers, and. others .from the com- 
mercial, industrial, professional and 
social life of the city, enlarging 
their knowledge of particular sub- 
jecis, or working for advancement. 
Yhe enrollment is expected to reach 
130 by the end of the week, 

Courses are offered in business 
law, shorthand, typewriting, pen- 
English, sewing, textiles, 
dressmaking, auto mechanics, and 
salesmanship. One may indicate any 
particular instruction desired in 
these courses and be given thorough 
taining. As soon as there is suffi- 
cient demand for other subjects, ad- 
ditional courses will be offered. 

Much interest is being manifest- 
ed in the course in citizenship, a 
live question nowdays throughout 
the country. 

Here is a type of school ree ac- 
tual operation, under competent 
supervision, and well qualified in- 
structors, the operation of which it 
might be of advantage to Stout stu- 
dents to observe, as intensive study 
of such schools is*taken up in Indus- 
trial Arts courses at Stout, 

‘Mr Ashley, principal, is on a year 
leave of absence from the Bastern 
Illinois State Normal, where he 
serves as director of Industrial Arts 
Department. He is at 
advance course’ student at Stout. 
Mr. Curran is well known. Menomo- 
nie is fortunate in having two such 
well informed and capable men in 
charge of. the school.

At The State Convention 


The Wisconsin Teachers’ conven- 
tion at Milwaukee, Nov. 4, 5 and 6, 
has’ been one of the most interest- 
ing and active conventions in years.

powerful microscope one hundred million must be grouped. 

The atom used to be the smallest indivisible unit of matter. 

When the X-Rays and radium were discovered physicists found 

that they were dealing with smaller things than atoms—with 
particles they call ‘‘electrons.”’ 


Atoms are built up of electrons, just as the solar system is 

#. built up of sun end planets. Magnify the hydrogen atom, says 

Sir Oliver Lodge, to the size of a cathedral, and an electron, in 
comparison, will be no bigger than a bird-shot. 


Not much substantial progress can be made in chemical and 
electrical industries unless the action of electrons is studicd. For 
that reason the chemists and physicists in the Research Labora- 
tories of the General Electric Company are as much concerned 
with the very constitution of matter as they are with the devel- 
opment of new inventions. They use the X-Ray tube as if it 
were a machine-gun; for by its means electrons are shot at tar- 
gets in new ways so as to reveal more about the structure of 
matter. 


As the result of such experiments, the X-Ray tube has been 
greatly improved, and the vacuum tube, now so indispensable in 
radio communication, has been developed into a kind of trigger 
device for guiding electrons by radio waves. 


Years may thus be spent in what seems to be merely a purely 
“‘theoretical’’ investigation. Yet nothing is so practical as a good 
theory. The whole structure of modern mechanical engineering 
is reared on Newton’s laws of gravitation and motion—theories 
stated in the form of immutable propositions. 


In the past the theories that resulted from purely scientific re- 
search usually came from the university laboratories, whereupon 
the industries applied them. The Research Laboratories of the 
General Electric Company conceive it as part of their task to ex- 
plore the unknown in the same spirit, even though there may be 
no immediate commercial goal in view. Sooner or later the world 
profits by such research in pure science. Wireless communication, 
for example, was accomplished largely as the result of Herz’s 
brilliant series of purely scientific experiments demonstrating the 
existence of wireless waves.

Training School for teachers of 
Home Economics, Manual Training, 
and Kindergarten,- Dr. Harvey was 
sel-cted as superintendent, having 
jo.nt control of both public and 
training schools In 1908, the 
school, having surpassed, in its 
growth and development, the high- 
est expectation of its founders, was 
incorporated as an independent or-

The house was festive with red 
roses, Dr. Harvey’s favorite flower, 
of which there were six dozen, one 
for each year, sent as a birthday 
remembrance by the guests. Fifteen, 
including President and Mrs. Har- 
vey, were seaed at the dining room 
table, the others being grouped 
about ten small tables in hall, li-

brary, and drawing room. Miss 
Johnson's classes had previously as- 
sisted in the preparation of the din- 
ner, which was typical of Thanks- 
giving repasts, with turkey and its 
Various accessories.

Gregory Mason Lectures On 
America’s Opportunities 


America’s opportunities were very 
ably revealed by Gregory Mason, 
who represented the fourth number 
of the Lyceum course, last Wednes- 
day evening. at the Stout Auditor- 
lum. 

Mr. Mason, though not the most 
eloquent lecturer, had a manner of 
presenting his topic which held the 


_ audience spellbound throughout the 


evening, and eager to-absorb the 
many interesting facts which he has 
accumulated in his 27 months of: 
service in 27 counties as war corre- 
spondent for the Outlook. 


His talk opened. with a brief 


_glimpse of home conditions both in- 


dustrial and political which have re: 
from the World War, and 
then shifted to similar glimpses of 
the battered European counties. By 
this, he could draw comparisons be- 
tween ourselves and the people we 
have helped to save from disaster, 
showing the need of guidance in the 
re-establishing of the war wrecked 
nations, by someone who is trust- 
worthy and truly democratic. In dis- 
cussing the individual nations he 
named Austria as having been most 
shattered and with the least chance 
for rapid recovery, Germany, tho 
stunned for the present will come 
back to accomplish what it failed in 
this time. The strength with whic: 
they come back will depend largely 
upon the strength of countries that 
she is allied with at the time. France. 
is helpless at present both finan- 
cially and physically, but the thought 
of victory does much to keep up her 
spirit. Her success in the future lies 
in two achievements; first, to in- 
crease her population, and second, 
to wake up to modern methods cf 
doing business. Russia is in a di: - 
tressing state of civil war with no 
prospects of regaining — selfcontrol, 
and will, very likely fall under the 
influence of the strongest bordering 
powers. All of these nations admire 
us for our strength and the way in 
which we unselfishly finished the 
war, but through jealously, hate us

The physicist who tries to obtain a vacuum that is neatly perfect — 
has a problem somewhat like that of the traffic policeman. Air is 
composed of molecules—billions and billions of them flying about 
in all directions and often colliding. The physicist’s pump is de- 
signed to make the molecules travel in one direction—out through 
the exhaust. The molecules are much too small to be seen even 
with a microscope, but the pump jogs them along and at least starts _ 
them in the right direction. 


A perfect vacuum would be one in which there is not a single 
free molecule. 


For over forty years scientists have been trying to pump and jog 
and herd more molecules out of vessels. There are still in the best 
vacuum obtainable more molecules per cubic centimeter than there 
are people in the world, in other words, about two billion. Whenever 
a new jogging device is invented, it becomes possible to eject a few 
million more molecules. 


The Research Laboratories of the General Electric Company 
have spent years in trying to drive more and more molecules of air 
from containers. The chief purpose has been to study the effects 
obtained, as, for example, the boiling away of metals in a vacuum. 


This investigation of high vacua had unexpected results. It be- 
came possible to make better X-ray tubes—better because the 
X-rays could be controlled; to make the electron tubes now so 
essential in long-range wireless communication more efficient and 
trustworthy ; and to develop an entirely new type of incandescent 
lamp, one which is filled with a gas and which gives more light than 
any of the older lamps. 


No one can foretell what will be the outcome of research in pure 
science. New knowledge, new ideas inevitably are gained. And 
sooner or later this new knowledge, these new ideas find a practical 
application. For this reason the primary purpose of the Research

Manual Training according to Mr. 
Dooley is ‘‘that form = of education 
based upon the theory of industrial 
education to train the eye and hand 
to develop the theory that there 
should be an education which would 
train the boy to be both able and 
willing to work. Carlyle said, ‘‘man 


is a tool using animal,’’ and that*: 


“without tools, he is nothing; with 
toels, he is all.’” Various experi- 
ments were tried here and abroad, 
hut the first school to adopt syste- 
matic manual training was located 
in St. Louis in 1880. Today these 
scuools have spread all over the 
world, and are a very essential part 
of our own system of publie schools. 


The purposes of this type of edu- 
vation may very well be summarized 
in the following four points: Firs’, 
“to develop the whole boy by exer- 
cising every part of his brain; Sec- 
ond, to enable the boy to discover his 
inborn capacities and aptitudes; 
Third, to lay a broad- foundation for 
u higher edueation; and Fourth, to 
furnish those who look forward to 
indus rial life an opportunity to 
master tools, materials, drawing and 
methods of construction as well as 
the academic subject usually taugut 
in a high school.’"” These points I 
think cover most of the benefits of 
the shop courses in a public school 
und are far reaching enough to be an 
wdvantage to-every boy. : 

The method of teaching these 
principles is by the use of tools re- 
quiring delicacy and skill. They are 
studied separately and by the us2 
of various exelusives, each  involv- 
ing the use of a different tool or set 
of tools. Particular care is taken to 
teach correct theory and best usage 
of tools. The teaeher of Manual 
Training, especially in high schools 
and lower grades, must teach his 
very best and his work, choice of 
tools and sequence of steps must be 
carefully planned before the lesson 
is presented. Course work is avoided 
hecause it only involves a strong 
back and little thought. Smaller pro- 
jects will demonstrate the principles 
us well and are more economic. 
Most emphasis is put on processes, 
order and system,

Ts Stout Institute a growing insti- 
tution, has it fully recovered from 
the effects of the Great War, and is 
it now on a.firm foundation to han- 
dle an increased enrollment? These 
are questions which have entered the 
minds of many. The following infor- 
mation and figures will show clearly 
how our institution stands at the 


‘ present time. 


According to our present figures, 
441 students have been enrolled this 
year, of which 248 were women and 
193 were men. This means an in- 
erease in enrollment of 26 men in 
comparison to a previous high rec- 
ord. This increase can not be given 
although 
their number is rapidly growing. 


From the above figures one can 
readily’ see that Stout is not worry- 
ing any about. its enrollment. At 
present there are 194 men and 231 
girls in attendance. During the year 
there have been 13 withdrawn for 
miscellaneous reasons. The second 
semester started out with a healthy 
increase in enrollment of 40 stu- 
dents, 28 being men and 12 being 
women. . 

This increase in attendance is a 
gratifying indication of the Ins i- 
tute’s rapid growth. To handle this 
increase the facilities of the school 
have been taxed. New teachers have 
been added to the force, and nev 
equipment is being added as fast as 
possible. 

The efforts of those in charge of. 
the institute, which cannot be com- 
mended too highly; increased salar- 
ies and efficiency on the part of the 
graduates and the offering of a fou. 
year course have been the forerun- 
ners of this large growth. At present, 
vocational education is being intro- 
duced in al Istates, and it is in this 
line of work that the degree men and

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~How is a Wireless 
Message Received ? 


VERY incandescent lamp has a filament. Mount a met:! 
plate on a wire in the lamp near the filament. A curren: 
leaps the space between the filament and the plate whe. 

the filament glows. 


Edison first observed this phenomenon in 1883. Hence it was 
called the ‘‘Edison effect.” 


Scientists long studied the “effect” but eg could not explain 
it satisfactorily. Now, after years of experimenting with Crookes 
tubes, X-ray tubes and radium, it is known that the current that 
leaps across is a stream of “‘electrons’*— exceedingly minute par- 
ticles negatively charged with electricity. 


These electrons play an important part in wireless communica- 
tion. When a wire grid is interposed between the filament and the 
plate and charged positively, the plate is aided in drawing electrons 
across; but when the grid is charged negatively it drives back the 
electrons. A very small charge applied to the grid, as small as that 
received from a feeble wireless wave, is enough to vary the electron 
stream. 


So the grid in the tube enables a faint ioreleen impulse to control © 
the very much greater amount of energy in the flow of electrons, 
and so radio signals too weak to be perceived by other means be- 
come perceptible by the effects that they produce. Just as the 
movement of a throttle controls a great locomotive in motion, so 
a wireless wave, by means of the grid, affects the powerful electron 
stream. 


All this followed from studying the mysterious ‘“‘Edison Sect 
a purely scientific discovery. 

No one can foresee what results will follow from research in pure 
science. Sooner or later the world must benefit practically from the 
discovery of new facts. 


For this reason the Research Laboratories of the General Electric 
Company are concerned as much with investigations in pure science 
as they are with the improvement of industrial processes and prod- 
ucts. -They, too, have studied the “‘Edison effect’’ scientifically. 
The result has been a new form of electron tube, known as the

His 
judgment must come from sound 
reuson as the result of observation.

What The School Can Learn 
From Present Day Industry 


The present trend in modern in- 
dustries toward decentralization 
and specialization hag been~one of 
the factors causing the unvest of 
labor and the seemingly constant 
conflict between labor and capital. 


Any industry is the less successful 
becuuse of such conditions as well 
as is the laborer. Doubtless as it

These instances show, as Dr. Har- 
vey went on to point out, that sue)

Supt. S. B. Tobey of Wausau 
Gives Very Interesting Talk 
During the Wednesday assembly 

of. last week, Mr. Tobey, superin- 

tendent of schools, Wausau, Wis., 


talked to the student body and those 
of the faculty who were present, on 


“What Is Education?’”’ 


For many years Mr. Tobey has 
been superintendent of schools, a 


_ leader in education within the state, 


and.a student of human nature. It 
is evident that this study has been 


thorough and keen, 


To Mr. Tobey, education is an ap- 
preciation of life and living; it is 
living. For centuries man has labor- 
ed to make life more worth living; 
to improve his living and working 
conditions, to become. educated in 
the appreciation of nature and liv- 
ing. Yet there are men today who, 


though ever bo rich in money, are 


poor in that they cannot appreciate 
the beauty of living. 

Unconsciously Mr. Tobey gave us 
two examples of striking contrast: 
the educated and the uneducated: 
man; the one divinely happy, own- 
ing the universe, loving life, appre- 
ciating the work of nature and the 
fruits of men’s labor, content with 
a knowledge that all are in accord 
in doing their share in life; the oth- 
er possessing by law his millions of 
money, acres of land, and beauti- 


’ ful pieces of art, yet unable to ap- 


preciate them through lack of edu- 
cation, living a life of sordid plain- 
ness amid flaming riches. 

This igs a remarkable lesson for 
us all—one that brings us out of 
the rut of everyday life into the 
supreme field of real living; one 
that bears: repetition from time to 
time when we forget the greater 
things in life; one that can be given 
to us by lecturers as has Mr. Tobey, 
or cah be had through their writ- 
ings. - 

Mr. Tobey showed an _ unusual 
ability in quoting appropriate poet- 
ry. The following is a poem of his 
own composition expressing life, 
the true expression of education:

be E was a young Oxford man, only twenty-seven when he 
was killed at Gallipoli.. Up to his time, man had never 
seen the inside of an atom. He turned the X-rays on 
matter—not figuratively but literally—and made them disclose 
the skeleton of an atom just as certainly as a surgeon makes 


them reveal the positions of the bones of the body. Mose- 
| 


ley proved that all atoms are built up of the same kind of matter. 
He saw, too, just why an atom of copper is different from an 
atom of gold. . 


Atoms are built up of electrons. Each atom consists of a ie 
nucleus, a kind of sun, with a certain number of electrons grouped | 
about it, like planets. Moseley actually counted the number of 
electrons of all the metals from aluminum to gold. ex 


When you discover what gold is made of or a new fact about 
electricity, you open up new possibilities for the use of gold or 
electricity. For that reason the Research Laboratories of the 
General: Electric Company are as much concerned with the 
“how” of things—atoms and electrons, for instance—as they are.

Mr. C. A. Bowman Talks On 
Phsychology Of Employment 


“The Psychology of Employment” 
was the subject of a talk in assem- 
bly last Wednesday morning by Mr. 
Bowman. This talk had previously 
been given to the Woman's club of 
Menomonie, and later’ to tue stu- 
dents of the Normal school. It was an 
intensely interesting talk on a vital- 
ly interesting subject. 


Mr. Bowman has been making a 
study of the subject of the psychol- 
ogy of employment for the last six 
or seven years. There are certain un- 
avoidable conditions which govern 
all production, and all employers. 
The conditions are conditions of de- 
mand—-what is desired by the public. 
inevitably true. The actual 
production of those things depends 
on various organizations within in- 
dustries themselves. 


This is 


There are two classes of articles 
produced, standardized articles and 
articles not standardized., Standard- 
ized articles are those’ things. for 
whieh there is little if any competi- 
tion, such things-as the telephone. 
Such articles are produced by peo- 
ple having almost no interest in their 
production, merely producing to 
supply a certain demand. 


In those plants manufacturing ar- 
‘icles not standardized, there is more 
neentive for increased production. 

.this increase of output is effected 
n many ways. In general, improved 
conditions for working, the furnish- 
ing of an incentive, and specializa- 
tion govern such control of produc- 
tion. A few year&ago it was consid- 
‘red ridiculous ye 

with pleasant, sanitary surroundings 
in which to live and to work, and op- 
portunity for adequate recreation 
and development in his leisure hours. 
These things have since then been 
found to be big factors in the world 
of employers and employees. Those 
employees, working under favorable 
conditions, who have time to rest 
sufficiently, and to develop them- 
stlves mentally to a broader level,

Working, then, 
at one special piece of work, instead 
of at several, the employee will pro- 
duce more than formerly. It is found, 
however, that by keeping too long 
at one task, an individual tends to 
become one-sided, that is, to develop 
along one line only, with a corres- 
ponding decrease of ability for oth- 
er, kinds or pieces of work..Tais is 
to some extent remedied by chang- 
ing him to another piece of work, ei- 
tuer as a relief, or permanently. 

Wien «an e.njloyee is. given some 
incentive, some tangible reason for . 
working, or some objeetive to which 
le may work, he increases his activ- 
ities to the extent of his ability. Tuais 
is accomplished by promotion distinc- 
tion .by classes of workers, or by ac- 
tual rewards of different kinds. 

But the biggest. factor. in: all in- 
dustry is the human. factor, afd 
where this is disregarded, there is 
relatively no production. Recogniz- 
ing this condition, industrial plants 
ut ti.e€ present time have establis .ed 
what is known as personnel manage- 
ment, management by efficiency ea- 
gineers, who study the employees a3 
human beings, and determine his re- 
lation to production. This manage- 
ment allows little chance for an em- 
ployee doing unsuited work. Through 
this management, the maximum of 
production can be brought about un- 
der the most favorable conditions C= 
employment.

PATTERNMAKING. 

Just what is a pattern? 

To many of us a pattern is an 
exact model o7 representation of an 
article to be made. So it is in: pat- 
tern making, but to one unfamiliar 
with this trade-a-pattern may look 
much different than the moulded 
object. We may say then; it is a” 
form which is used to make an im- 
pression in the sand or other mould-- 
ing material, It must be made in 
:uch a manner that it can be mould- 
ed With little difficulty, and having 
prope. allowances made_ for 
draft, shrinkdge, and core prints. 


_Patternmaking dates back to the 
time when the first article was 


‘made trom molten metal for the use 
-of man. Liké moulding, the period 


cf its ineeption is lost in the re- 
mote ages. The first patte:ns were 

probably made of clay or of some 
sim-lar material and were models 
of those rude bronze castings that 
have been found in ancient ruins. 
Later wax was substituted because 
of the ease with which it could be 
worked into shape. Undoubtedly 
this accounts for the artistic design 
in many of the p-ehistoric articles. 
In both these early method; the 
patterns were usually destroyed in 
the process of’ moulding; which ac- 
counts for the finding of so few 
patterns that were used then. The 
of foundrying 
inade ell castings rare'and valuable. 


Since that time  patternmaking 
ha; advanced steadily: and now 
ranks es one of the leading tvades. 


There ere two important types of. 


patterns—the wood and the metal. 


-Wex dnd plaster are still used but’ 
‘only on special kinds of work. Wood 


patterns still hold the lead because 
they are easier and cheaper to make. 
Several thowsand castings aan be 
made f-om one good wood pattern, 
but patterns that are to be used for 
a long time are now made from 
metal whenever it is practical ac- 
cording to their weight and size.

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y What Makes the Firefly Glow? 


OU can hold a firefly in your hand; you can’ boil 

water with an electric lamp. Nature long ago evolved 

the ‘‘cold light.’’ The firefly, according to Ives and 
Coblentz’ radiates ninety-six percent light and only four 
percent heat. Man’s best lamp radiates more than ninety 
percent heat. ; : 2 


An English physicist once said that if we knew the fire- 
fly’s secret, a boy turning a crank could light up a whole: 
street. Great as is the advance in lighting that has been 
made through research within the last twenty years, man 
wastes far too much energy: in obtaining light. 


This problem of the ‘cold light’’ cannot be solved merely 
by trying to improve existing power-generating machinery 
and existing lamps. We should still be burning candles if 
chemists and physicists-had confined their researches to the 
improvement of materials and methods for making candles. 


For these reasons, the Research Laboratories of the 
General Electric Company are not limited in the scope of 
their investigations. Research consists in framing questions 
of the right kind and in finding the answers, no matter. 
where they may lead. : - 


What makes the firefly glow? How does a firefly’s light 
differ in color from that of an electric arc, and why? The :

NOW IT CAN BE TOLD, by Phil- 
ip Gibbs. Copyright 1920. Price $3. 
Harper and Brothers, New York, 
Publishers. 

This is an ‘“‘after-the-war’’ publi- 
cation, full of horrible, harrowing 
tales of the conditions and warfare 
Witica soldiers of all nations had to 
face, as related by this well known 
newspaper correspondent * who was 
sent from London as war correspond- 
ent.

“TRAINING THE TEACHER. 

In carrying out the chief purpose 
of The Stout Institute, namely, the 
training of teachers for Industrial - 
Arts, Household Arts, and Voca- 
tional work, the Industrial Arts de- 
partment has three ' classifications 
of students. The first group, maae 


‘up of high school graduates, is tak- 


ing a two-year course leading to 
the Stout diploma. This qualifies — 
the holder for a life certificate to 


‘teach in Wisconsin after two years 


of successful teaching experience. 
The second group _is_ taking the 
four-year course leading to _ the 


Bachelor of Science degree in In- 
dustrial Arts. This group is made 
‘up of high school graduates and 
men with advance credit, prepar- 
ing for entering-into_the positions 
leading to supervision and c 
tive respondibility in Vocational 
Education. The third group, known’ 
as the Scholarship group, is made 


“up of men picked from the trades 


and sent to The Stout Institute for 


a two-year intensive teacher train- 


ing course, fitting them for entry 
into vocational teaching in Wiscon- 
sin vocational schools. These men 
a-e all journeymen in their respec-. 
tive trades, having served, virtual- 
ly in every case, two years beyond 
the apprentice period. 

By having these three kinds of 
men in teacher training The Stout 
Institute is enabled to carry on 


work meeting the various kinds of — 


calls for teachers at present. Dur- 
ing the war period enrollment was 
small. Since that time it has ‘stead- 
ily climbed until during the present 
year the yearly enrollment has 
reached one hundred. and _ ninety- 
nine men. This is a larger yearly 
enrollment of men than in any year 


in the history of the school. Indi- 


eations point to a continued in-
